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EXTRACTS 


FROM 

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  BO  ABB  OF  CONTEOLLEES. 


No  person  shall  be  elected  to  the  position  of  Teacher,  in  any  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  this  District,  unless  he  or  she  shall  have  received  a 
certificate  of  qualification  duly  issued  by  the  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Controllers,  after  his  or  her  examination,  provided  that  this  rule  shall 
not  apply  to  Teachers  who  have  been  duly  elected  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  relative  to  the  Examination  of  Teachers  in  the 
First  School  District,  passed  February  17,  1865,  and  who  were  at  that 
time  teaching  in  the  Public  Schools  ;  but  said  Teachers  may  be  promoted, 
from  time  to  time,  without  being  required  to  pass  an  examination. 

The  holder  of  a  first  class  certificate  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position  of 
Principal  of  a  Grammar  School. 

The  holder  of  a  second  class  certificate  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position 
of  First  Assistant,  or  any  lower  position,  in  a  Grammar  School ;  and  if 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  that  of  Principal  of  an  Unclassified  or 
Secondary  School :  Provided ,  That  males  maybe  elected  Principals  of 
Unclassified  Schools  at  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  holder  of  a  third  class  certificate  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position 
of  Second  Assistant  in  a  Grammar  School,  or  any  lower  position  ;  and  if 
twenty  years  of  age,  to  that  of  Principal  of  a  Primary  School. 

The  holder  of  a  fourth  class  certificate  shall  be  eligible  to  the  position 
of  Third  or  Fourth  Assistant  in  a  Grammar  School,  or  any  lower  posi¬ 
tion. 

Certificates  of  the  first  class  shall  be  awarded  to  such  persons  only  as 
shall  have  taught  for  at  least  three  years. 

Certificates  of  the  second  class  shall  be  awarded  to  such  persons  only 
as  shall  have  taught  at  least  two  years  ;  Provided,  That  Certificates  for 
Principals  of  Unclassified  Schools  be  granted  to  male  pupils  of  the  High 
and  Grammar  Schools,  if  found  qualified,  of  eighteen  years  of  age. 

Certificates  of  the  third  class  shall  be  awarded  to  such  persons  as  shall 
have  taught  at  least  a  year. 

No  person  under  the  age  of  seventeen  years,  shall  be  elected  as  teacher 
in  the  Public  Schools  of  this  District. 

Candidates  who  shall  obtain  averages  sufficient  to  entitle  them  to 
second  and  third  class  certificates  (which  the  President  and  Secretary 
are  authorized  to  issue),  shall  be  precluded  from  obtaining  such  certifi¬ 
cates,  until  they  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  and  taught  the  term 
specified  in  Rules  IX  and  X;  but  the  Committee  on  Qualification  of 
Teachers  shall  award  them  a  fourth  class  certificate. 


REPORT. 


To  tlie  Board  of  Controllers  of  the 

First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Committee  on  Qualification  of  Teachers, 
report  having  held  the  November  Examination  with  the  follow¬ 
ing  results,  viz : 

There  were  194  applicants,  10  of  whom  withdrew,  leaving 
184,  of  which  number  91  attained  averages  entitling  them  to 
certificates,  graded  as  follows  : 

1  of  first  class. 

1  for  Principal  of  a  Consolidated  Grammar  School. 

12  of  second  class. 

24  of  third  class. 

53  of  fourth  class. 

There  were  5  applicants  for  first  class  certificates,  and  of  the 
184  examined,  8  were  males. 

Of  the  91  certificates  to  he  awarded,  75  will  be  given  to 
applicants  from  the  Girls’  Normal  School  of  this  Citv. 

The  percentage  of  certificates  granted  at  this  examination  is 
49  ;  that  of  the  May  examination,  47  ;  exhibiting  for  this  year 
a  more  favorable  result  than  attained  for  several  years  past. 
The  number  of  certificates  for  1868  will  be  196  ;  for  1867, 
185;  and  for  1866,  188. 

Your  Committee  have  been  impressed  by  the  marked  im¬ 
provement  in  the  character  of  the  material  present  at  the  No¬ 
vember  examination ;  whilst  the  number  was  much  below  that 
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of  May  last,  the  percentage  of  certificates  granted  was  greater, 
and  the  averages  generally  above  those  of  previous  examina¬ 
tions. 

Tour  Committee  present  herewith,  for  your  consideration,  the 
report  of  the  Examiners,  with  a  list  of  successlul  and  unsuc 
cessful  applicants.
